If the modern American child is 
becoming physically soft compared 
with his European counterpart, it 
would be difficult to prove, a study 
indicated today. 
A group of Philadelphia research­ 
ers studied the physical fitness of 
public school children and univer­ 
sity students and compared the 
findings with similar groups in 
Germany and Sweden 
The study “ seems to indicate that 
the difference in physical work 
capacity or physical fitness be­ 
tween some American and some 
European 
children 
and 
young 
adults may not be as marked as 
has been generally assumed.” the 
researchers reported in the current 
Archives of Environmental Health, 
published by the American Medical 
Association. 
“It appears to be a widely ac­ 
cepted view that the American 
: child is inferior to the European 
child with regard to physical fit­ 
ness,” they said. “The difference 
has been attributed to the high de­ 
gree of mechanization In the United 
States eliminating much of the 
physical activity which is still part 
of normal living and recreation in 
Europe.” 
However, the authors said their 
study showed "no marked differ­ 
ence” in physical fitness between 
the Philadelphia children studied 
and a similar group in Dortmund, 
Germany, although subjects from 
a number of Swedish cities were 
generally superior. 
It appeared reasonable to as­ 
sume. they said, that the superior­ 
ly of the Swedv h subjects was 
“due to a greaser amount of phy­ 
sical trainin'! and activity.” 
H ip study also revealed a signi­ 
ficant difference among students of 
the Philadelphia schools. Students 
of the elem -,vary schools of North 
Philadelphia in general were su­ 
perior to those of South Philadel­ 
phia elementary schools. 
Fin the: more, the authors pointed 
out, there were differences between 
subjects of various Swedish com­ 
munities. For example 14-year-old 
Stockholm boys were physically in­ 
ferior to 14-year-old boys from 
some other Swedish cities. 
“ In view of the fact that such 
significant differences in physical 
work capacity can be demonstrated 
between one city and another, and 
indeed between different schools in 
the same city, caution should be 
exercised when comparing the state 
of physical fitness in one country 
with that of another," the research­ 
ers said. 
The Philadelphia study involved 
601 students aged 8 to 18 from 5 
im bile schools, representing the av­ 
erage socio-economic background 
and the typical amount of activity 
and physical education. 
No significant difference in phy­ 
sical performance capacity was 
found between white and nonwhite 
Philadelphia subjects. 
When 14-year-old Stockholm chil­ 
dren were compared with 14-year- 
old Philadelphia children, there was 
no significant difference between 
the boy* but the Swedish girls were 
significantly superior.
